— The death 
ol B.iron James Rothschild at Furis, on iSuo- 
day, November S.h, is announced. He was 
tbo head of tho Fron( h branch of the great 
Kuropean banking houpp of tho Rothschilds, 
and iho youugest and only surviving son of 
iho founder uf the house — .Mayer Auselm 
Rolhschild, ol Frankfort-on-lbo-Main. 

With the Buron Jaioei*, tho second gener- 
ation of this great family of monoy-leuderp, 
so olieo Iho prop of tumbling thrones, Iho 
ready sucoora ol exhausted treainries, bas 
passed away. There, were, live sons,, who 
were taken into ibe 'House of Rotbscbild' as 
fflst as they became of age. These wore 
Anselm, Sjloraon, Naihin Mayor, Charles 
aod Junies. Anaolin w^a his lutber's pars 
tcer and aucccfsor at Fruukfort; the second 
»on, at Grst travelling partner, anil was 
eventually established at Vieunaj Nat' au 
Alayer settled in London , in. 1798, and bo. 
came the moat prominentias he was general y 
deenifld the ablest, financier of tho family; 
OharlcH soltli'd u*. Nuploa in 1821; and 
James, afier bein;» nwhilo with his brother in 
V'ienoa, established himself in Pans. Thus, 
when the father, Mayor Anselm, died, his 
:^ons had increased the influonoc of tho bouso, 
and atood at (he head of live immense eetab- 
h.ihmenis, united in a copiirinership the mosi 
wealihy and exlensivo tho world bus ever 
seen. 

James was born in Frankfort on the 'iih 
of .May, 1792, and took up liiti reaiiiuuco in 
181;j. A tew years later he was oppoimed 
(Jon9ul G;ueral tor Austria in Ftance. Bur- 
in-- the eurly years of bis life in the French 
Empire be wag interested in railroad affairs 
to a great exient, and was noted for the 
OoldneES of liia speculaliung. Alter the 
great famine o! 1847, he was charged with 
having caused much of tbo foailiil euflering 
of that time by his transactions, and becomi) 
very unpopular, with tho mass of the people, 
no that in 1818, when the revolatioa broke 
oa>, a portion of his property, tba Oastle of 
riuiosnes, was sacked by the populoce. He 
wag married, lulu in lifj, to hij niuoo, tho 
daughter of his brother Solomon. Ho 
foonded several Jewish charitable insiitationa 
during his life, and gavo lurge aims of momy 
as various times to other like iostilutionH. 
lo ['aris he was kaowD, 00 acconnt of his 
If'jqiient dealings with crowned heads, as 
L'i preUur dcs llois, Tho Kings' niunoy 
leodiT. 

His title of Buro:) was received from Aus- 
tria. The Austriaa Emperor conferred on 
each of the brothers a patent of oobiiily with 
tho litlc of Bation of the Empire, on account 
ol the proinptqess and oooriesy with which 
ihey responded to Mstterniob's application 
for u loan in 1813,

Qn.Ohristmasjltifght, at Whidby Islnud, 
a m|i'a named Orojg was murdered by 
another man named llobert Newman, 
under the following circutustances : As 
reported, the murdered mau Craig had 
beoa over to Port Townscnd tho day bo- 
foro nud there iudulgod Eomewhat freely 
in drink, and on retDrnlns took somo 
liquor with him. Tho man Nowrii,>,j was 
la hia employ, had been plowing, and at 
night roturued to tho cabin, when he 
coinmenced getting supper. Whilo thus 
engaged, Craig, being under tho influonco 
of liquor, was exceedingly abusive, up- 
braiding Newman lor having spilled sonic 
greuso oil tho floor. At length the latter 
became exasperated, and, seizing c gun 
which was at hand, threatened to kill 
Craig unless he would apologize, which, 
not doing, bo (Nowraan) Qrcd, shooting 
Craig througii tho nock. As soon aa the 
deed was dono, a third man, who was 
prciuut, rushed to town with tbo news of 
tho murder. Meanwhile Newman, find- 
ing he bad shot the man, which he as- 
serts he did not intend — not even know^ 
ing that 'the gun was loaded, bat simply 
designing to frighten Oraig and stop bis 
abuse— harries oS to two of the neigb-> 
.bors to get help; but finding none at 
homiB, all being away at a Christmas 
festival, ho returns to tho cabin and finds 
Craig speechless and expiring, having 
lived some half an hoar after be was shot. 
Newman then starts for town, as ho says, 
to give himself up to the olEcers of tho 
law, when ho is mot by tbo sheriff and 
arrested. Tho following day ho was 
brought to Port Townsend and impris- 
oned to await triul ot tho next term of 
Court in March next. Craig is reported 
to have been an inoQ'ensive, peaceable 
mail when sober, but quarrelsoinc nnd 
abusive when drank. This is only another 
sacrifice offered at the shrine of Bacchus.

Townscud. Tho eve before, all the chil- 
dren of the place wero assembled at the 
Public School House, where a Christmas 
Tree, laden with Christmas gifts had been 
planted. Each child in tho town, and 
they number considerably over one hun» 
drcd, received some token of remembrance 
that best of all Saints in the children's 
calendar, old " Santa Clans'," while 
cakes, pies, opples and gingerbread in 
generous profusion were lavishly distrib- 
uted. Songs be£tting the occasion were 
sung.' Sundry articles wrought by skillful 
fingers were offered at public auction 
and found ready purchasers, from which 
sale the sum of sixty dollars was realized, 
to be expended towards the purchaso of a 
new melodeon for the Episcopal Church 
At length a handsomo cake ^ purchased 
by the douof at tho salo aforesaid) in 
handsomo maimer, was presented by (as 
tho ladies, I doubt i;ot, would say—singL 
I moan,) a handsomo gentlemaa to (pur 
don tho use o; the comparative degree 
etc ,) to a handsomer lady, the chief pro 
motor of this Christmas festival, and the 
youngsters with their friends dispersed 
happy, with faith unbounded in their pa 
tron saiQi, old "Sauta Glaus." 

Cbristinus Day proper was celebrated 
by merry groetiugs on the street, and 
from house to bouse j a horse race in tho 
afternoon and a ball in the evening, and 
wonderful to relate, Port Townseod was 
distressingly sober. So say the retailers 
of " tangle leg" and " chain lightning.' 
Our chronicler reports but ono outrappcd 
by tbo former or stuck by tho latter, and 
ho was Kanaka Jack, who if caught walk 
ing straig'it one day in tho calendar 
would lose his ideutityi Poor Jock 
without his whiskey would bo non est.

Editor Bninsn Colonist : — Your cor 
respondent ' U M ' asks, ' what is this plant 
tho 'Semper viva yarlety' T '— and immedi- 
ately proooeda to answer bis own question 
by sayiog that it is a plant of the Brassioa 
ctmor Tarnip ordor, and an annuaf. But 
not oonteol with this ezhibiHon of botanic 
knowledge, without the slightest hesitation 
ho says it may ba kept many years in a dry 
room, which is contrary lo tho established 
idea of tho nuiiue of annuals gennrally. 

What doos all this moan 1 The plant is 
well known to botanists— in fact, the merest 
lyio io botany would rooogni/.a it at onco as 
a Lyoopoiliuin or Club-muss ; ond on further 
examination would clttss it as Lycopodiuin 
Squaraatum, a native of limzil, and now 
foOnd all. over South America, Mexico and 
Soathern'Oaliforoia, aod ocoaaionally oulii- 
vated in greenhouies io England. This 
plant has no flowers, and consequently can- 
not be made to bloom by placing it in wulor 
or by any oibor known meaas.
